Boy Killed by Conductor. — 

The first fatality of the strike was recorded 
when Conductor Ralph P. Hawley of the 
Broadway line shot and killed Henry Corn- 
weit, aged 19 years, The boy is the son of 
Israel Cornweit, a butc All forenoon 
cars coming down orange street were sub- 
jected to a reception of stones. As the day 
advanced the feeling againet the crews be- 


came more pronounced. At 12:15 o'clock 
car No. 430 of the Broadway line came in 
sight. When the car neared the corner of 


Perry street a large number of persons as- 
sembled and stones were thrown. 

Young Cornweit was riding by on a horse. 
Some say that the boy applied an epithet 
to the conductor; others ‘sdy that he threw 
a stone, and some say he did nothing. The 
conductor jumped from the car and pursued 
the boy, who turned up Perty street.

Commissioner Hitchcock, 
Now in Berlin, Makes Encourag- 
ing Report of Affairs.

Berlin, July 24.—Frank Hitchcock of the 
United States Department of Agriculture, 
who has been investigating the market for 
American agricultural products and machin- 
ery in the Baltic countries, is here. He says 
the transshipment of American goods at Co- 
penhagen has made the Baltic trade statis- 
tics unreliable. Mr. Hitchcock undertook 
the visit to Norway, Sweden, and Russian 
Baltic provinces and ports especially to as- 
certain the methods of distribution of Amert- 
can goods consigned to Copenhagen. He 
finds the trade with these countries ts in- 
creasing rapidly, especially in machinery, 
the delays in transshipment alone enabling 
the inferior German made machinery to 
compete effectively with the American. One 
Danish house now, he says, accepts direct 
shipments to all Baltic ports and Mr. Hitch- 


cock hopes that others will soon follow. .

DEATH HASTENED BY SCALDS. 


Inquest Held at Dunning in Case of 
S. L. Scott, an Insane Pa- 
tient. | 


At the inquest yesterday at Dunning into 
the sudden death at that institution of Ste- 
phen L. Scott, an insane patient, it was 
found that death was hastened by scalds re- 
ceived at the institution. Scott, who died on 
Friday, was suffering from dementia. With 
another patient he was given a bath on 
Thursday by an attendant, when he was 
injured. Scott was taken to the bathroom 
by the nurse, who, after bathing him, left 
him alone in the for a few minutes. 
While he was out of the bathroom the nurse 
heard the water splashing, and upon re- 
turning found Scott enveloped in steam, with 
his feet under the hot water spigot. He was 
taken to the hospital, where his injuries 
were dressed. The shock, however, was too 
great for the patient, and death resulted the 
next 

At the inquest the physiciar who treated 
gboott testified that death was due primarily: 
*to dementia, hastened by the shock of the 
scalds. Mrs. Mary Scott, 122 Twenty-third 
street, the widow, said her husband was 
sent to Dunning asylum in the expectation 
that he could be cured. He was 33 yearsold.

Arbitration Not in Favor. 

At the State department the proposition 
to submit this question to arbitration is not 
looked upon with favor unless this govern- 
ment is permitted to name the limits of its 
territory. ‘Diplomats say it is the invariable 
experience when a vexatious question is 
submitted to an arbitrator that a just set- 
tlement cannot be obtained. After listening 
to both sides of the controversy an arbitra- 
tor is liable to be pretty badly mixed as to 
the rights of the contending parties and 
usually divides the disputed territory equal- 
ly between the contestants. This governs 
ment has strongly adhered to the contention 
that Lynn Canal, Pyramid Harbor, Kluck- 
wan, the Porcupine region, and the other 
territory in dispute was ceded to this gove 
ernment by Russia, and Uncle Sam does not 
propose to give it up. 

Notwithstanding the-hostile attitude of the 
Canadians the State department officials are 
confident that a temporary agreement will 
yet be reached. Senator Fairbanks, how- 
ever, said today that the status of the ne- 
gotiations was about the same as in Febru- 
ary last. They have now beén transferred 
to Washington, and Reginald Tower, the 
British Charge d’Affaires, had two cénfer- 
ences with Secretary Hay today. 

Offer of a Free Port. — 

With a view to arriving at a solution of 
the vexatious question this government hag 
offered to concede temporarily to Canada the 
privilege of a free port of entry on the Lynn 
Canal. THis offer was made by the Ameri- 
can commissioners during the sessions of 
the high joint commission, but was de- 
clined on the ground that Canada owned the 
head of the Lynn Canal, and it was neces- 
sary for Canada to control that point in 
order to have access to the Klondike. The 
United States did not acquiesce in this 
claim, but as a matter of favor agreed to 
grant the Dominion the privilege of a free 
port at the headwaters of the canal. 

By this grant Canada was to be permitted 
to land goods intended for the Kliondike 
without the payment of United States du- 
ties, Canada having the right to assess such 
duties as it might see fit to impose. The 
collection of duties and other matters re- 
lating to Canadian commerce were to be 
solely in the hands o! the Canadian governe- 
ment, so that to all intents and purposes 
the port would be on precisely the same 
footing as if it were acknowledged Canadian 
territory, except that Canada would not be 
permitted to fortify or exercise sovereignty 
over it. This concession, however, did not 
satisfy Canada, its commissioners insist- 
ing on absolute cession of the territory, and, 
failing to secure that, rejected all overtures, 

The free port proposition has been revived, 
and it may prove more acceptable toe the 
Canadians tn view of the firm position taken 
by this government. If Canada should re- 
ject it, however, the negotiations would 
again be deadlocked and the hopes of @ 
temporary agreement banished.

TALK OF BIGELOW. 


ARMY CRITICISM IN HIS BOOK 
| AROUSES WASHINGTON. 


Tenth Cavalry Officer Comments Un- 
‘sparingly in Cold Print on Alleged 
 Mismanagement of the Troops Sent 
Against the Spaniards in Cuaba—Telis 
| of the Premature Attack ou San 
 +Juan—Arraignment of Quartermas- 
ter and Commissary General. 


Washington, D. C., July 24.—[{Special.]— 
War department officials were greatly stirred 
Up today over the revelations and the at- 
tacks made by Captain John Bigelow Jr. 
of the Tenth Cavalry, a graduate of West 
Point, who served in Cuba, and who made 
his experience there the subject of a book 
which is shortly to appear. ° : 
Some of the statements made by Bigelow 
have been the favorite topic of club and 
garrison gossip, and most of the charges 
which he has made in the form of a nar- 
rative have been embraced in official re- 
ports regarded as confidential by the War 
department. The fact that an officer comes 
out and indulges in frank criticism and 
preserves his unfavorable comment in a 
volume which will be sold generally has 
excited the department people to amaze- 
ment. 

Inquiry of the Judge Advocate General to- 
day developed that no action had been taken. 
The book, or extracts from it, had been 
read by General Leiber, who, however, in the 
ordinary process of military justice, would 
not take the initiative. He would formulate 
charges and specifications only when the 
complaints against Bigelow reached him 
from the Adjutant General's office. The 
latter, or the Secretary of War, might refer 
the case to the Judge Advocate General on 
his own responsibility, or General Miles 
might take such action. 

_ The most likely thing to happen, however, 
is that complaint will come from the 
Quartermaster's, or the Subsistence, or the 
Medical department, which are so severely 
criticised by Bigelow. General Shafter 
might make formal complaint, too.. It is 
likely that something will be done, if it be 
nothing more than a private and official 
Jetter from the War department to the 
author calling his attention to his freedom 
of expression and the fact that he is en- 
¢roaching upon the grounds held sacred by 
military discipline. The charge likely to be 
brought, if Bigelow be summoned before a 
court-martial, is *“‘ conduct to the prejudice 
of good order and military discipline.’" That 
is a sweeping and comprehensive charg?, 
and the culpability of the accused can only 
be determined by the members of the court. 
The fact that Bigelow wrote the book 
¢annot be denied, and that he has told the 
truth is equally apparent. The question 
jeft for a court to decide is the damage done 
military discipline by his production. Bige- 
low is among the best known army officers 
and is recognized as an expert in war, being 
the author of a text book on military 


strategy- 

Premature Attack on San Juan. 

_« How did it happen,” asks Captain Bige- 
tow in his book, “ that the attack on San 
Juan was made about twenty-four hours 
earlier than was contemplated in General 
Shafter’s plan of battle? 

| “The primary cause was that Kent's and 
Sumner’s divisions were ordered forward 
prematurely. They should not have moved 
beyond El Pozo until it was ascertained that 
wton had taken El Caney, and, once 
started, the three divisions should have 
gone right on to Santiago. 

General Shafter is doubtless in error in 
stating, as he does in his report, that Gen- 
eral Sumner’s orders required him to cross 
the San Juan River. The position taken up 
as described within decisive range of the 
enemy's infantry rifles, our artillery doing 
nothing to keep down his fire, was soon 
found to be untenabie. 
“Between 9 and 9:30 a. m. General Haw- 
kins, commanding Kent's First Brigade, and 
forming the right of the division, said to 
General Sumner in the presence of General 
Kent: ‘We can't stay here. It will not do 
for us to retire. The only alternative is to 
attack.’ and turning to his commander he 
added: ‘If you will authorize, General 
Kent, I will move my brigade around here 
against the enemy's right, and with General 
Sumner codperating will engage to carry the 
enemy's position.’ 

“Just then Lieutenant Colonel Miley, 
General Shafter’s chief of staff, came up, 
and General Hawkins made the proposition 
to him in the presence of Generals Kent and 
Sumner. It was about 10:30 a. m. when 
Lieutenant Colonel Miley said: ‘* General 
Kent. if you have no objection I will order 
this movement in Genera! Shafter’s name.’ 
*WVery well,’ said General Kent, who 
then rode off to hurry up the remainder of 
his division. 

“Neither General Wheeler nor General 
Shafter had anything to do with the initia- 
‘tion of the attack.” | 

| Discomforts of the Army. 
Captain Bigelow speaks of the winter 
clothing the soldiers had to wear, the in- 
sufficient drills at Camp Thomas, and adds: 

_ “In the course of the war our volunteers 
experienced greater discomforts in their 
camps in the United States than did the 
regulars. This may beattributed in the 
‘main to the disregard by the War depart- 
ment of Genera) Miles’ recommendation that 
‘not more than about 162,000 men should be 
‘mobilized at the beginning of the war, the 
volunteers to remain in State camps 
equipped for field service.” 

_ He draws this picture of the Commissary 
department's incompetence: 

_ “The men had to break unground coffee 
‘between two stones. The men did not on an 
average get the proper allowance, even of 
coffee, bread, bacon, or canned beef, and 
what they did get did not go as far as it 
ordinarily would, because of the wastage 
due to individual cooking. It was impossi- 
ble to cook for the troop collectively, as 
we had no kettles or other cooking utensils.” 
The hospital accommodations were equally 
bad. In another place he says: 

_ “Jt is the exception rather than the rule 
for the Quartermaster’s department to fil] 
a requisition for clothing. There is always 
something lacking.” 

_ A chapter is devoted to the embarkation 
and the experiences on the transport previ- 
ous to its departure. 

“There seemed to be no reserve of any- 
thing in this campaign. As a general thing 
‘{f a man had a hole In his canteen, he had to 
carry his drinking water inside of him; if he 
lost a bolt or screw out of his gun, he had 
to use his gun asa club, so far as I could see. 
Our expedition of about 20,000 men, going 
1,000 miles from home, was equipped on the 
principle of a scouting party.”

Much of the bitterness in 
some circles against Kipling is undoubtedly 
due to the ‘‘ Sea to Sea” letters which he 
has had the temerity to print as a volume 
in his collected works, and the bitterness 
may have been nursed by the publishers 
whom he has sued for invasion of his rights. 
But this only shows thin skin on the one 
hand and petty revenge on the other. If Mr. 
Kipling were to write nothing more, he has 
written enough to secure for him a high 
place in English literature: That he has 
written himself out because he has been 
silent solongisabsurd. It was after silences 
that the “ Recessional’’ and the “ Truce of 
the Bear’’ appeared. His critics would do 
better to wait until his silence is broken 
before they form their judgment. They may 
have to eat their words. 


THE CLEVELAND RIOTS. | 
A few weeks ago most of the Cleveland 
street car employés struck. After some 
days of comparatively mild rioting, which 
the police did not seem able to quell, the 
company and the men reached an agree- 
ment and peace was restored.

SIMPLE CURE FOR HYDROPHOBIA, 
In the last number of the New York 
Medical Record Dr. Beverly Oliver Kin- 
near contends that hydrophobia is a dis- 
ense easily cured, but not by the Pasteur 
method. That method, he asserts, is more 
deadly than the disease, for it has intro- 
uced “a new and terrible form of die 
order—paralytic rabies.” He asserts that 
he has in his, possession a list of 394 cases, 
treated for hydrophobia by the Pasteur 
method from August, 1885, to July; 1898, 
all of which were fatal. . 

That method consists in the injection 
of the hydrophobia virus which has caused 
the disease in order to secure immunity, 
from the poison which it is believed hag 
already been absorbed, but which may not 
have been the case.

The new structure which is to house the 
First Presbyterian. Church of Oak Park 
is to cost $350,000. It is an octagonal 
building with transepts in front and rear.

It 
was further stated he was once discharged 
by the faculty, whereupon it was so flooded 
by letters from politicians, particularly from 
county committeemen of both political par- 
ties, asking his reinstatement, that it was 
scared into doing so for the time, but sub- 
sequently retired him. 

The letter charged, also, that Dr. Krohn 
was not truthful, and did not pay his debts. 


President Draper Among the Critics. 

Professor Barton of the State University 
wrote that Dr. Krohn was a brilliant but an 
unsafe man; that he had no regard for facts 
in stating a premise, and cared more about 
creating a sensation while lecturing than in 
conveying accurate information. 

Presidet Draper of the same school wrote 
that he considered Dr. Krohn unfit for the 
place of principal of the Chicago Normal 
School. 

Professor Reddeburg of Chicago asserted 
that in a lecture he had listened to by Dr. 
Krohn the latter had willfully misquoted a 
number of German writers whose works are 
not translated into English, the presump- 
tion being the lecturer figured on the ignor- 
ance of his audience or else never had read 
the books himself, and further said Dr. 
Krohn’s book on psychology was not only 
elementary, but largely taken from other 
writers, and with nothing of originality in it. 

Other authorities made the same criticism 
of the book, and Superintendent Andrews 
also had a number of other letters from men 
who knew Dr. Krohn, but were not willing 
that their names should be published, as- 
sérting that he was an unsatisfactory man 
for the place. Dr. Andrews, however, certi- 
fied that the writers were men of standing 
in their profession. 

Andrews Combats Krohn’s Friends. 

Messrs. Christopher and Harris argued 
that the charges against Dr. Krohn ought 
to be fully proved before the committee 
acted on them, and pointed to the large num- 
ber of recommendations in his favor, but 
to this Superintendent Andrews replied that 
it devolved on Dr. Krohn to show a good 
record and asserted that the only recom- 
mendations Dr. Krohn could show from 
any one of note were the letter of Noah 
Porter and the telegram of Stanley Hall, 
and pointed to the fact that they were writ- 
ten in 1892.

The concessions granted by France em- 
braced most of the articles in what is known 
as the French minimum tariff. This com- 
prises 644 heads, the rates being, on an av- 
erage, about 20 per cent below those in the 
general tariff of France. It was found nec- 
essary, owing to protests from French 
agrarian interests, to except from this min- 
imum list about twenty-four articles, chiefly 
agricultural products. 

Besides the reductions given to this coun- 
try, the treaty is important in continu 
a number of minimum rates which wé 
have been abolished if the treaty had not 
been concluded. The most important of 
these articles are petroleum and mineral 
oils. At present these oils enter France 
on the minimum rate, but had today’s treaty 
failed a rate would have been imposed mak-* 
ing a difference of duty amounting to about 
$5,000,000. The same is true ag to cotton, 
which is one of the chief articles of ship- 
ment from the United States to France, and 
enters duty free. Had the treaty failed a 
heavy duty would have been imposed upon 
American cotton. The same is true of cop- 
per, rubber, and many classes of machinery. 

France secures important concessions on 
over 100 of the chief products sent by France 
to this country. The Dingley law allows not 
to exceed 20 per cent reduction as a basis of 
reciprocity, but the full 20 per cent is not 
allowed on all the articles covered by the 
treaty. On some of them the reduction is 
5 per cent, on others 10, others 15, and up to 
20 per cent. 

While quite desirous of securing a redue- 
tion of duty on champagne, the French au- 
thorities were not ready to grant the large 
number of reductions asked as an offset for 
the proposed reduction on this particular 
article. As a result the regular rates will 
be maintained on sparkling wines coming 
to this country. 

The treaty will result in placing the prod- 
ucts of the United States on the same basis 
in France as products of Great Britain and 
Germany. At present these countries have 
the minimum French rate, while the Ameri- 
can goods, with few exceptions, have had

ALL EYES IN COURT ARE WET DUR- 
ING DAUGHTER’S TESTIMONY. 
She Tells of Grandmother’s Efforts to 
Poison Her Mind Against Mother, 
Which Defense Claims Are the 
Cause of Insanity and the Killing 
of Mrs, Schults by Defendant—At- 
torneys Begin Arguments, and It Is 
Expected Jury Will Soon Ballot. 


Even Judge Waterman and the jurors were 
affected by the stofy of 16-year-old Belle 
Styles, on the witness stand yesterday, at 
the trial of her mother, Mrs. Styles, for kill- 
ing Mrs. Catherine Schultz, who was de- 
fendant’s mother and witness’ grandmother. 
- Women from the neighborhood in which the 

Styles family lived, who crowGed the court- 
room, wept out of sympathy for the family’s 
misfortunes. 

“The daughter of defendant was called to 
the stand to show how her grandmother, 
Mrs. Schultz, had attempted to poison her 
mind against her mother, Mrs. Styles. Wit- 
ness sobbed as she said she always supposed 
John Styles was her father until her grand- 
mother told her the story which led to the 
tragedy. The grandmother informed her 
that her real name was Olds. She did not 
comprehend fully what the story signified 
until a parallel case was cited by the grand- 
mother, which shocked her greatly and 
caused her to go to her mother, Mrs. Styles, 
and ask for a denial. 

“ After she told me,”’ continued witness, 

“she gave me 15 cents to go away any- 
where, saying that I couldn't stay around 
here when I knew all that.’’ 


Goes to Her Mother with the Story. 

“TT went to mamma and told her, and that 
is all I know about it. It was just a few 

before mamma was arrested.” 

At the time the story was told she had in 
her possession divorce papers her mother 
had given her to disprove the story of the 
grandmother. The papers went in as part 
of the testimony. They show that Mrs. 
Styles was divorced from her former hus- 
band, Olds, six years after they were mar- 
ried, on the ground of cruelty. Olds is 
dead. 

.The girl not only was told all this, but 
other statements were made refiecting on 


Mrs. Styles. 3 
It was brought out in the testimony that 


Mrs. Schultz had made attempts previously 
to poison the mind of her grandchild, and 
for this reason Belle was hidden, practically. 
She has not been living at her mother’s 
home for ten years. She was taken in 
charge by friends of the family, and placed 
in various institutions, where she has 
learned housekeeping. She does not re- 
member when she left home. 

Two weeks before Christmas Mrs. Styles 
decided to bring Belle home to live. Her 
husband was not in favor of the course. 

“There will be trouble if you do,” he is 
reported to have said. ‘‘ Either you or your 
mother will die.”’ 

He did not imagine at the time the turn 
affairs would take. What he expected was 
the suicide of his wife, as she had threat- 
ened. He yielded, however, and five months 
later his prediction was fulfilled. 


Mrs. Styles Never Looks Up. 
During the testimony of her daughter. 
Mrs. Styles struggled to restrain herself. 
®he fanned herself vigorously and used her 
smelling salts frequently. Not once through 
the testimony did she raise her eyes to look 
at her daughter.

SEND LAW TO LODGING-HOUSES 


State Sanitary Inspector Homer C. Fan- 
cher Warns Keepers They Must 
Comply or Be Prosecuted. 


Printed copies of the rules and regulations ..

the inspection of lodging-houses will be sent 
to more than 300 lodging-house keepers to- 
day by Homer C. Fancher, chief sanitary 
inspector for the State board in Chicago. 
This will be the first active step in the cam- 
paign against unsanitary rooming-places 
authorized by the last session of the State 
Legislature.

*“We shall enforce the law rigidly,”’ said 
Inspector Fancher, “but without inten- 
tion of creating any hardships. We don’t 
expect to drive anybody out of business, 
for we realize that Chicago has within its 
limits a large element which requires cheap 
sleeping accommodations. But the board 
will insist upon the lodging-houses being 
eo in accordance with sanitary prin- 

ples.” 

Under the law lodging-house keepers are 
forbidden to put more than six persons in 
one room, and it is further provided that 
there shall be not less than 400 cubic feet 
of breathing space for each person in a 
room. Numerous lodging-houses in the city 
are conducted in gross violation of this pro- 
vision, Inspector Fancher having on his 
list one place where 160 men sleep in one 
and have les§jthan 200 cubic feet edch 
o r. 

The law also makes it the duty of each 
lodging-house keeper to keep a register to 


| ¥écelve the name and residence of every 


lodger, the number of his room, date of his 
arrivai, and the period for which he engaged 
lodging. Another provision makes it man- 
‘datory for each landlord to file an affidavit 
on the Ist day of March each year, which 
shall contain such statements conterning 
his place as are'required by the State Board 
of Health.
